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The Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, appearing on page 2 of the 
Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37) mailed on October 2, 2006, is mistaken in referring to the 
subject matter of allowed independent claim 19 and its dependent claim 20 as including 
subject matter found in allowed independent claims 1, 2, 16 and 17 and the claims that 
depend thereon. 

In this regard, independent claim 19 and its dependent claim 20 recite a video 
decoding method rather than the video encoding method of independent claims 1, 2, 16 and 
17 and the claims that depend thereon.
